the  Part  of  the  Plaintiff,  and  even  admitted 
by  the  Defendant,  that  Six  Hundred  and 
Seventy  were  cured  in  the  mod  effectual 
Manner  without  Salivation,  although  fame 
of  them  were  deemed  incurable,  and  that 
not  more  than  one  in  an  Hundred  died,

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which  he  frequently  found  did  not  happen, 
many  of  them  died  of  Confumptionsy  or  were 
other  wife  in  fo  feeble  and  fickly  a  State ,  that 
on  a  Field-Day,  or  a  March,  many  of  the 
Men  could  not  undergo  the  Fatigue  of  their 
neceffary  Duty  •  and,  finally,  he  expreffed 
great  Aftonifhment  that  a  better  Method  of 
Cure  could  not  be  discovered.

Dr.  Saunders,  a  Phyfician,  then  prefent, 
told  the  General,  that  the  Cure  of  the  V e- 
nereal  Difeafe,  in  all  its  Stages,  might  cer¬ 
tainly  be  performed  without  Salivation .  To 
that  I  affented,  affirming  that  I  had,  for 
many  years  part,  cured  all  my  venereal  Pa¬ 
tients  by  an  alterative  Method  of  my  own, 
notwithftandirig  many  of  them  had  ineffec¬ 
tually  undergone  the  painful  Trial  of  one  or 
more  Salivations .

effectual,  and  that  I  fhould  take  upon  me 
the  executive  Part,  and  communicate  my 
Proceedings  to  the  Dodtor,  when  neceffary  • 
or  occasionally  confult  with  him  upon  any 
Requisites,  that  might  feem  to  be  wanted, 
in  order  to  render  Cures  as  Short  and  effec¬ 
tual  as  poffible:  But  the  Doctor  thought

The  General  feemed  much  pleafed  with, 
what  he  called,  my  generous  Propofal,  affured 
me  that  he  would  mention  it  to  Lord  Ligo- 
nier ,  and  that  I  might  expert  to  hear  from 
him  in  a  few  Days  on  that  Account ;  which 
indeed  foon  happened  I  was  then  in¬ 
formed  by  the  General  of  his  Lordfhip’s

A  (hort  Time  after,  an  Order  was  iffued 
by  General  Carr  to  every  Lieutenant- Co¬ 
lonel  in  the  Regiment,  to  put  under  my 
Care  all  thofe  Men  of  their  feveral  Compa¬ 
nies,  who  were,  or  might  be  afflicted  with 
the  Venereal  Difeafe.-- -The  Number  of  Dif- 
eafed  foon  amounted  to  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty,  including  almoft  all  Stages  of  the 
Difeafe,  many  having  been  affiidted  fome 
Tears  with  an  inveterate  Luesy  which  had 
refilled  the  Efforts  of  one,  twoy  three %  or  four

I  muff  own,  that  I  was  not  a  little  con- 
fufed,  when  fome  Cafes  were  prefented,  as 
they  appeared  much  worfe  than  I  expedled 
to  meet  with,  altho*  my  Practice  in  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe  had  been  many  Years  not 
only  extenfive,  but  alfo  had  comprehended 
many  difficult  Cures,  particularly  amongft 
Sailors  and  Negroes ,  whofe  Cafes  often  grow 
very  defperate  from  Negledl,  or  Want  of 

Attend- 
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Attendance  in  long  Voyages:  But  it  was 
now  too  late  to  recede  from  my  Propofal* 
my  Reputation  was  at  ftake,  and  my  Purfe 
was  obliged  to  fecond  it.  I  Was  indeed  told 
by  General  Carr,  that  Lord  Ligonier  faid, 
that  if  I  could  do  what  I  propofed,  that  it 
fhould  be  the  making  of  me,  which  interefting 
Promife  was  indeed  no  fmall  Relief  to  my 
Mind,  and  induced  me  more  chearfully  to 
attend  daily  to  my  Engagements,  under  the 
frequent  Infpedion  of  Officers  or  Serjeants  $ 
who  often  declared,  if  I  could  cure  many 
Cafes  that  they  faw,  they  were  well  affured

had  been  greatly  difeafed,  it  was  afterward? 
rumoured,  that  their  Cafes  were  triflings 
of  little  Importance,  and  no  great  Proof  of 
my  Art  exceeding,  what  others  pretended  to 
do.

— The  General,  other  Officers,  fome  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  Dr,  Smith ,  of  Mincing-Lane,  and

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After  all  this  great  Labour  and  Expence, 
I  made  clofe  Application  to  the  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chiej]  and  General  Carr ,  for 
that  Promotion  which  I  jujlly  expected  might 
now  probably  take  place  $  but  was  then 
made  to  underftand  fully,  that  if  I  would 
accept  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  per  Annum

difcovered  by  the  Means  of  Cure  that  my

The  Medicines,  which  I  adminifter,  in 
all  Stages  of  the  Venereal  Difeafe,  are  fo  mild 
and  Jalutary ,  that  they  may  be  given  to 
Children ,  without  Inconvenience  ;  info  much, 
that  few  Perfons  are  made  fenfible,  by  their 
Operation ,  that  they  are  under  a  Courfe  of 
them  :  They  do  not  purge ,  and  may  be 
taken  any  Length  of  Lime ,  free  from  the 
Danger  of  Salivation ,  in  any  Seafon>  with¬ 
out  Confinement ,  or  Prejudice  to  the  Confu¬ 
tation,  in  any  Habit  of  Body ,  which  many 
Hundreds  of  Gentlemen  can  teftify,  as  well 
as  the  Soldiers,  who,  whilft  under  Cure, 
were  not  only  guilty  of  Irregularities ,  but 
performed  their  Exercife  at  the  Drill  every 
Day,  or  mounted  the  King's  Guard,  Night 
and  Da\\  in  Winter ,  as  well  as  Simmer .

ih&rp,  as  well  as  inconvenient  Operation 
with  the  Sciffars ,  which  I  have  performed 
only  on  two  Patients,  for  ten  Years  part,  and 
thofe  were  in  the  Savoy  Hofpitab,  notwith- 
ftanding  many  Perfons  have  attended  me 
from  other  Surgeons,  who  declared,  that 
they  could  never  be  cured  without  cutting * 

Within  the  firft  three  Days  of  Infection, 
the  beforementioned  Symptoms  may  be 
prevented,  and  the  Infedted  foon  rendered 
infenfible  of  every  Symptom,  except  a  fmall 
Running,  and  that  frequently  without  tak¬ 
ing  a  Grain  of  Mercury ,  or  ufing  it  externally. 

Swelled  Teflicles,  a  common  Confequence 
of  a  Clap ,  have  happened  to  very  few  of  my 
Patients ;  I  can  recolledt  only  ten  or  twelve 
within  thefe  two  Years,  of  which  fix  buffer¬ 
ed  from  want  of  Care,  to  defend  themfelves

Mercury .  I  met  with  only  one  Impo/lbuma- 

tion 
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ticn  of  a  Tejlicle ,  in  the  Hofpitaly  and  not 
once  fince,  or  even  a  Scirrhus . 

Many  Obje&ions  and  Prejudices  have 
been  raifed  againft  Injections  in  general, 
perhaps  with  Reafon,  as  much  Mifchief 
may  be  done  when  they  are  compofed  of 
improper  Medicaments^  and  withal  applied 
by  unjkilful  and  unexperienced  Perfons  -y  but 
are  thofe  the  Reafons  for  exploding  that 
Practice  ?  If  fo,  all  Preparations  of  Mercury , 
Antimony,  Opium ,  and  the  commonly  called 
barmlefs  Bark ,  may  with  Propriety  be  ex¬ 
punged  from  the  Difpenfatory,  for  that  they 
will  killy  anjkilfully  adminiftered  ;  but  in  the 
Hands  of  the  experienced  and  judicious  Prac¬ 
titioner,  thofe  Medicines,  as  well  as  Injec¬ 
tions  y  may  be  as  fafely  ufed  as  Bread  and 
Water  5  at  lead  I  have  found  and  proved  it 
fo  in  fome  Thoufands  of  Cafes,  and  without 
any  confequent  Inconveniencies. 

It  has,  indeed,  been  maintained  by  fome 
Surgeons,  that  Injections  caufe  what  is  called 
a  Stricture ,  Caruncle  y  Carnojity ,  or  Excref- 
cence  in  the  Urethra -y  I  fhould  be  glad  to 
know,  what  caufed  thofe  Complaints  bejore

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Injections  were  much  or  not  at  all  ufe d  ?  I  do 
not  forget  that  thirty  Years  ago  the  fame 
Diforders  were  as  rife\  perhaps  more  fo  than 
they  are  now  ;  and  it  was  a  common  Ob~ 
iervation  amongft  the  Surgeons,  that  many 
Patients  were  attended  with  incurable  Gleets; 
but  where  is  the  Man  who  has  fuch  a  Gleet 
now !  I  have,  indeed,  been  recommended  to 
fuch  as  were  called  fo ,  but  foon  convinced 
my  Patients  of  the  Miftake. 

Various  alfo  have  been  the  Sentiments  of 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons  concerning  Gleets , 
Strictures ,  Caruncle s>  &c.  wherein  they 
widely  differ  from  one  another;  I  therefore 
hope,  that  I  may  be  allowed,  in  Turn,  to 
differ  from  them  alh 

Ocular  Demonftrations  convince  us,  that 
a  Continuance  of  Difcharge  from  all  external 
Wounds  and  Ulcers,  produce  a  Fungus ;

thereby  be  lefs  expofed  to  thofe  tirefome  and 
dangerous  Conjequences ;  for  purging  Medi¬ 
cines  avail  not  in  Cure,  but  occafion  tor¬ 
menting  Gripings,  carry  off  the  nutritious 
Juices  in  great  Abundance,  and  often  re- 
duce  the  Difeafed  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that 
they  look  as  if  Death  was  written  on  their 
Faces :  I  mud  fay,  however,  on  the  other 
Hand,  that  although  all  thefe  Inconveni¬ 
ences  and  many  more  may  happen,  yet  I 
cannot  think  that  even  fuch  extravagant 
Purgings  caufe  venereal  Gleets,  as  many 
have  imagined  ;  tho’  I  cannot  deny  but  that 
feminal  Weakneffes  have  frequently  follow¬

than  a  Month,  when  I  was  as  bad  as  ever :  I 
was  a  third  Time  admitted  into  thefaidJT^ 
pitaly  in  February  1759,  where  having  conti¬ 
nued  eleven  Weeks,  and  at  laft  being  reduced 
to  fo  bad  a  Condition,  that  I  was  incapable 
of  either  Eating  or  Drinking ,  I  was  obliged 
to  leave  the  Hofpital ,  for  the  Prefervation  of 
my  Life,  and  have  continued  bad  ever  fince.

10.  Jl.  of  Colonel  Ganjferi* s  Company

Upper  Teeth  fo  loofe,  that  fome  of  them 
dropped  out ;  on  each  Side  of  the  Neck 
was  an  eneyfted  Tumour  as  large  as  a  Pul¬ 
let’s  Egg;  the  Penis,  Scrotum,  and  adjacent 
Parts  were  covered  with  fmall  Ulcers,  and 
the  Urethra  fa  much  obftrufted,  that  his 
Urine  could  only  be  difeharged  in  frequent 
fmall  Quantities,  with  Pam.  He  had  loft 
his  Appetite,  and  was  fo  weak,  as  well  as 
emaciated,  that  he  could  hardly  perform  any 
Duty,  and  was  then  fo  ofFenfive  on  the  Pa¬ 
rade,  that  no  Body  could  ftand  near  him. 
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la  one  Month  after  his  Application  to  me 
his  Pains  vanifhed,  and  the  Ulcers  of  the

22.  A  Tobacconijl  applied  to  me  for  the 
Cure  of  Venereal  Pains  of  the  Limbs,  at- 
tended  with  a  Venereal  Eruption  on  the 
Body  and  Ulcers  in  the  Scrotum,  which 
were  preceded  by  other  Symptoms,  and  a 
Gleet  of  ten  Tears  Handing.

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This  Cafe  proved  very  tedious,  but  at 
length  he  was  perfectly  rehored. 

13.  An  Attorney ,  at  the  Solicitation  of 
that  able  Lawyer  Mr.  Simon  Stanton ,  ap¬ 
plied  to  me,  quite  difpirited,  weak,  and 
emaciated  by  a  Chancre,  Venereal  Pains,  and 
an  Eruption  of  long  handing  ;  bis  Eyes  and 
Sight  being  alfo  much  affedted  by  the  Dif- 
eafe. 

Both  the  Patient  and  his  Friend  are  ready 
to  teftify  the  fpeedy  and  perfedt  Cure. 

14.  A  Servant  of  Lord  - - -  applied  to

A  young  Gentleman ,  the  Brother  of 
an  eminent  Brewer ,  having  con  traded  a 
Chancre,  applied  to  a  French  Surgeon,  un* 
der  whofe  Care  he  became  much  worfe,  and 
then  exchanged  the  French  for  an  Englijh. 
Surgeon,  to  no  better  Purpofe;  th &  Chancre 


in- 
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increafing  gradually,  and  deftroying  the  wheje 
Body  of  the  Penis ,  infomuch  that,  when  I 
Was  employed,  there  was  not  half  an  Inch 
remaining;  he  had  alfo  a  large  Venereal 
Tumour  on  one  Elbow,  that  furrounded  the 
joint,  and  deprived  it  entirely  of  Motion. 
Having  loft  his  Appetite  and  Reft  by  con¬ 
tinual  Pains,  he  became  very  weak  and 
much  emaciated.  But  in  fix  Weeks  I  per¬ 
fectly  cured  him.

20.  A  Surgeon  of  Character,  in  the 
Courfe  of  two  Tearsy  during  which  Time 
he  w^as  affiidted  with  the  Venereal  Difeafe, 
and  had  ineffectually  tried  his  own  Skill y 
applied  to  two  or  more  of  the  moft  emi¬ 
nent  Surgeons  without  Succefs  ;  he  had 
been  falivated ,  and  afterwards  had  taken 
corrofve  Sublimate  in  a  DecoCtion  of  Sarfa- 
parilla ,  befides  other  Medicines,  for  a  long 
Continuance. 
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When  he  came  under  my  Care,  he  had 
loft  his  Appetite,  was  weak,  difpirited,  and 
emaciated,  and  his  Face ,  as  well  as  his  Body 
and  Limbs,  were  fo  much  covered  with  the 
Venereal  Eruption ,  that  he  was  afhamed  to 
viiit  his  Patients. 

He  frankly  eonfefled  that  he  was  one  of 
the  unbelieving  Jews,  in  regard  to  my  Cures 
amongft  the  Soldiers  3  but  owned,  in  a  Fort¬ 
night's  Time,  that  he  then  believed  I  could 
perform  more  by  my  Method  than  he  had 
heard  reported,  and  that  he  was  confident 
he  fhould  be  cured.

Two  Cafes  in  the  Leprosy. 

i.  A  young  Gentleman  of  Diftin&ion, 
at  the  Recommendation  of  my  former  very 
good  Friend  the  General ,  became  my  Patient 
for  a  Leprofy  $  which  affected  the  Head, 
Face,  Body,  and  Limbs ;  it  had  been  of 
long  Duration,  and  fo  bad  that  he  could  not 
even  walk  Abroad  $  confequently  was  pre¬ 
vented  from  executing  fome  important  Bufi- 
nefs,  which  he  had  in  foreign  Parts. 

In  the  Space  of  four  Months,  he  was  fo 
well  recovered,  that  he  went  his  intended 
long  Journey,  and  remained  well  Abroad* 
three  Years. 

At  his  Return  to  England  he  had  a  flight 
return  of  the  Difeafe,  upon  the  Forehead, 
but  is  now  well. 

2.  Mayrefs ,  a  Soldier,  late  of  Colonel 
Cary  s  Company,  now  General  Durand's,  of 
the  Fir  ft  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards,  during 
mv  Attendance  at  the  Hofpital,  defired  me 
i  to 
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to  cure  him  of  a  Leprofy,  fo  fevere  and  unl- 
verfal,  that  the  End  of  the  Finger  could 
touch  no  Part  of  the  Head,  Neck,  Body,  or 
Limbs,  that  was  free  from  the  Difeafe  ;  and 
when  he  arofe  in  the  Morning  from  his  Bed, 
he  could  take  up  Handfuls  of  Scurf  and 
Scales. 

This  Cafe  was  truly  Hereditary ,  the  Fa¬ 
ther  having  been  afflidled  with  it  before  the 
Son's  Birth,  and  alfo  at  the  Time  of  his 
being  under  my  Care. 

He  received  his  Cure,  and  I  am  informed 
remains  well. 

A  Cafe  m  the  Scurvy, 

Fhomas  Bedo ,  a  Soldier,  was  difeharged  on 
the  twenty- fourth  Day  of  December,  1758, 
from  the  Seventeenth  Regiment  of  Foot,  then 
in  America ,  being  rendered  incapable  of  far¬ 
ther  Service,  by  an  inveterate  Scurvy  5  hav¬ 
ing  one  Ulcer ,  which  covered  Half  of  the 
Head  and  Forehead,  another  Ulcer  in  the 
Left  Arm,  as  large  as  the  Bottom  of  a 
Qijart  Bottle,  and  twenty-eight  Ulcers  in  the 
Right  Leg  *  there  was  Reafon  to  believe, 

that  he  was  alfo  infe&ed  with  the  Venereal 
Difeafe. 
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When  he  arrived  in  England ,  he  W3S 
ordered  into  Chelfea  Hofpital  but  from  the 
Fear  of  his  Leg  being  cut  off,  waited  on 
Lord  Ligoniery  who  approved  of  General 
Carrs  putting  him  under  my  Care. 

In  fx  Months  he  was  perfedtly  cured* 
which  he  teftified  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  •  he  afterwards  enlifted  a  Volunteer  in 
his  Majesty’s  Firfl  Regiment  of  Foot 
Guards,  in  Lord  Ligonier* s  Company  -y  and 
alfo  occafionally  worked  at  his  laborious 
Trade,  that  of  a  Tanner. 

This  poor  Man  proved  himfelf  not  lefs 
juft  to  his  Surgeon ,  than  faithful  to  his  King 
and  Country  for  although  he  might  have 
been  excufed  from  foreign  Service,  he  faid, 
as  he  was  able,  he  was  alfo  willing,  and 
fhould  prefer  his  Duty  to  all  other  Confide- 
rations.  It  fell  to  his  Lot  to  go  into  Ger* 
many  with  other  Troops  j  where  he  behaved 
like  a  Soldier,  returned  home  fafe  and  well, 
and  is  now  in  the  Guards.
